TO  THE  STATE'S  PUBLIC  RECORDS  LAW 

When  Lawrence  Mayor  William  Lantigua  re- 
fused to  turn  over  public  documents  to  The 
Valley  Patriot  we  took  him  to  court.  Two 
judges  orders  and  two  years  later  Lantigua 
was  never  held  accountable  for  breaking  the 
law.  (UPDATE:  Mayor  Rivera  has  pledged  to 
release  them  to  the  Valley  Patriot).  Because  of 
the  debacle,  however,  State  Senator  Kathleen 
O'Connor  Ives  submitted  a  bill  on  behalf  of 
The  Valley  Patriot  which  would  fine  keepers  of 
public  records  $100  a  day  for  each  day  they  do 
not  release  documents  in  the  allotted  time.  If  passed,  this  bill  would  also  reimburse 
anyone  who  has  to  take  a  public  entity  to  court  for  refusing  to  turn  over  public  records 
within  ten  days.  CALL  YOUR  LEGISLATOR  and  tell  them  to  support  HB2846.  Tell 
them  public  records  belong  to  the  public  and  those  who  conceal  them  must  be  held 
accountable!
